GRASSES AND FODDER 
PLANTS DISCUSSED 
BY THE MEM- 
BERS. 


There was a grand dispiay of grasses 
and other fodder plants on exhibition in 
the city hall on last Saturday. Great in- 
terest was taken in these by many of 
those present, and surprise was expressed 
at the difference made in the native 
grasses when properly  cultivatived. 
What seemed to particularly strike those 
arriving at the hall was the great length 
and size of four bunches of corn fodder 
that were placed against the north wall. 
Some of these stalks measared over 
eleven feet high. Fair samples of the 
afferent kinds of clover ware also among 
the exhibits.

His love of 
sport does not interfere with his duties 
as @ landlord and those visiting the town 
will take pleasure in locking over his 
well kept house and bars, Those who 
have conscientions scruples about step- 
ping at a licensed hotel will find com- 
fortable quarters and good fare ut the 
“Bruce House” kept by Mr. Hopkins 
and run on temperance principles. 

ITS FIRST SETTLER. 


A pleasant hour was spent in converation 
with Mr. Gilbert Wood who was the first 
to settle in this now famous district. 
Mr. Wood informed us tha: early in the 
spring of 1882—the big flood year—he 
left Brandon looking up a loeation. He 
struck south and reached the Elliott 
settlement near Wawanesa.
